The County Board of Supervisors 
approved a 1059 budget calling for a 
levy of $3,229,755 at Wednesday 
morning's session of their November 
meeting. 

With advance work completed in 
earlier special meetings, the 33 
members of the county board moved 
quickly to accept the outlined finan- 
cial plan. 

The actual budget appropriation 
was $3,221,155. 

The levy includes two separate 
divisions: 

A figure of $963,355 is planned for 
the payment of general county gov- 
ernment expenses. 

The greater amount of the levy 
goes for special functions of the 
county Including many of the wel- 
fare and recreational Institutions. 
The amount to be allocated for these 
purposes is $2,266,400. This Is called 
the "total levy." 

The period covered by the new 
budget is Dec. 1, 1958 to Rec. 6, 1959. 

Expenses for election day aciyi- 
ties were approved by the board 
Wednesday. The total cost of the 
election day operation itself was 
$25,250.20. 

County preparations for the elec- 
tions before Nov. 4 have already 
been okayed. 

Several zoning petitions were ap- 
proved by the board. 

Bills were paid and money trans- 
ferred from one fund to another in 
routine business transacted Wednes- 
day. 

The county board Is expected to 
discuss the possibilities for new 
courthouse facilities In the wake of 
a resounding defeat for their $2,550,- 
000 bond Issue in the Nov. 4 elec- 
tions. 









Fast Growth About Antioch 



The assessed valuation of property in Antioch Township has 
reached $36,955,640 in 1958. This record figure indicates rapid

The assessed valuation here in 1957 was $32,172,892, ac- 
cording to Robert Jasper who heads the courthouse assessor's of- 
fice staff. 

The current assessed valuation in-+ • — 

eludes the assessor's inspection of ment reports according to Jasper. 

He said "Many of them have been 
in a system of competitive under- 
valuation for years." 

Give Local "Bare Fugure" 

Antioch Township Assessor L. D. 
Powk>s said that figures on the as- 
sessed valuations he made this year 
totaled $27,800,730. 

This does not include the multi- 
plier factor which the county is 
authorized to add to the valuation 
reported.

Tax Varies Among Townships 

The actual county taxes to be lev- 
ied on these new valuations varies 
in each township with the expenses 
which the local areas incur. 

The county assessor's office, this 
year, said that they were beginning 
the long, difficult task of equalizing 
assessments in the various town- 
ships. They have tried to keep local 
assessors as "near to the market 
value as possible" in their assess-

A fisherman from Chicago was+- 
drowned in Channel Lake Wed- 
nesday morning of last week. His 
two companions were rescued from 
their overturned boat in a heavy 
windstorm by lake resort owners 
Barney Shunneson and Norman 
Christian and another boat manned 
by an unidentified party. 

The victim was Charles Zeve, 57, 
of 4(538 Cortland Ave. 

The two men rescued were Bill 
Frank, 72, and Conrad Farlach, 58, 
both of Chicago. All three were 
frequent fishermen on Channel 
Lake, and known to the residents 
and resort owners there. 

The 16 foot metal boat powered 
by an outboard motor should not 
have gone over even in the heavy 
wind and choppy waves according 
to Shunneson who rented it to the 
three men. 

He attributed the capsize to a 
freak accident, possibly a miniature- 
water spout. 

. When the boat went over, Farlach 
and Frank held on to the hull, but 
Zove decided to try for the shore 
abotu a quarter of a mile away. 

The boat went over in the "dead 
center" of the lake, just west of the 
mouth of Lake Catherine according 
to observers. 

Shunneson, who saw it turn over, 
rushed to another boat while send- 
ing his wife to call Webb's Boat 
Service. 

The other rescue craft apparently 
started from there. 

When Shunneson and Christian 

arrived, Frank was just being taken 

aboard the other craft. The resort 

i owners took Farlach in their boat. 



"They couldn't have held on much 
longer with the wind and waves 
beating in their faces," Shunneson 
said. 

Farlach and Frank were in good 
condition when they were brought 
in from the lake. They were taken 
into the bonfhou.se to dry off and 
pul on warm clothing. 

An observer estimated that the 
40 m.p.h. wind gusts were raising 
waves of three to funr feet on the 
lake. 

The fishermen had moved along 
the east shore of the lake and then # 
headed into the waves towards the ' 
center of the lake before the boat 
went over. 

He said though that Zeve should 
never have left the boat. The 
drowning victim got only a short 
way into shore apparently before 
going under. 

Shunneson 'said that it was the 
first time in his recollection that 
any boat of this kind had ever cap- 
sized. • * 

Two sons of Zeve were at the 
scene Thursday morning with mem- 
bers of a skin diving club to which 
they belong. 

The boys swam in the icy water 
all day Thursday trying to recover 
the body. 

They were unable to see in the 
swirling waters of tho still stormy 
lake. 

Friday and Saturday they and the 
Antioch Rescue squad employed the 
rescue squad's grappling hooks. 

The body was recovered Saturday 
morning and taken to the Strang 
Funeral Chapel.

Mrs. Beth • Scofield, the primary backer of 
the Resort Gardens, asked that sewage and water 
facilities be provided for her buildings when they 
are completed. In reply to her request at the vil- 
lage meeting, board members demanded that she 
first purchase building, electrical, and plumbing 
permits for the project, 

Mrs. Scofield explained her failure to buy 
the permits as due to a lack of funds available 
for a short time. She has since received the need- 
ed money and has promised to buy the permits. 

It is quite likely that figures ranging up to 
$2,000,000 which other newspapers have esti- 
mated for the Holiday Gardens construction are, 
as Mrs. Scofield says, a gross distortion of the 
true costs. 

If so, she should certainly give the village 
a specific estimate of the costs and undertake 
payment of all the required fees proportional to 
that figure. 

Meanwhile, the village board and the pub- 
lic must realize that the Holiday Gardens plan- 
ners are undertaking a complicated financial 
venture which should substantially benefit the 
community when it is completed. 

Mrs. Scofield and the group she represents 
should be given every chance to satisfy the re- 
quirements of law. 



Homebuilder Predicts Illinois 
Will Be 'Capitol State Of U. S.' 



Illinois, in the next ten years, will 
become the capitol state of Ameri- 
ca, as it is now the capitol state 
Mid- America. ... 

This was the prediction this week 
by Ralph J. Finitzo, president, Home 
Builders Association of Illinois and 
a Chicago realtor and home builder. 

Basing his prediction on figures 
produced by the University of Illi- 
nois. Finitzo said that this and other 
recent surveys indicate ' that the 
Chicago area, alone, will have an 
estimated population growth of 1.5 
million in the next decade, and that 
the states' total will reach ten mil- 
lion people. \ 

It was also estimated, ho said, 
that $10 billion alone wili be spent 
on the. and in the Cal-Sag Canal 
development area, with a result- 
ant development of 15,000 acres for 
new building and the creation of 
650,000 new jobs. 

Similar development 1 ;, he stated, 
are being planned for many Illin- 
ois cities, especially those following 
the natural lines of transportation 
and communication. 

Finitzo stated that this is one of 
the major reasons for the conven- 
tion of the Home Builders Associa- 
tion of Illinois to be held November 
16 - 19 at the Pere Marquette Hotel 
in Peoria. 

"We are now very near the nat- 
ional centers of population and agri- 
culture," Finitzo continued, "It is 
only natural that this great state of 
ours will become, in near future, the 
center of government, housing, in- 
dustry and culture." 

He pointed out that, already, the 
Chicago urea is the greatest produc- 
er of steel — biggest transportation 
center and producer of and dis- 
tributor of real products. 

However, the builder - realtor 
charged the Illinois' area is under- 
developed, under built. 

He said that recent construction 
figures released by the F. W. Dodge 
Corporation and the Departments of 
Labor and Commerce showed that 
residential construction ■ across the 
nation was up nine percent during 
October and three percent so far 
this year; but that here in Illinois, 
housing was off some ten percent. 

"The opportunity to serve this 
state and in turn, the nation is wide 
to the home builder," he said. 

The builder-executive said that 
Marvin B. Myers, Rockford Conven- 
tion * Committee Chairman of the 
Association, had informed him that 
home building experts from the 
National and State scene will be 
present at the convention for just 
that purpose — to lend advise in this 
period of rapid development.

Shunneson Lauds Water Patrol; 
Asks Measures For Boat Safety

Barney Shunneson, president of 
the Chain of Lakes Resort Owners 
association and the association Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Elsie Stietz, appeared 
before the meeting of the Chain 
O'Lakes Water Patrol last Saturday 
night to explain the association's 
stand on several items which will 
come before the legislature in 1959, 

Mr. Shunneson said, "We endorse 
the Chain O* Lakes Water Patrol 
100 percent. The patrol is doing a 
good job!" He then discussed a pro- 
gram of safety measures to be taken 
before the legislation when it con- 
venes on Jan. 2. 

Shunneson said the Resort Own- 
er's association is seeking the lic- 
ensing of all outboard motors, regu- 
lations of water skiers, skiing to be 
allowed only during the hours from 
dawn to dusk at a safe distance 
from piers and fishermen's boats, 
better reporting on boat accidents, 
and speed on the lakes and in chan- 
nels regulated by signs and buoys.

Sales of milk ^through ; vending 
Jmachmes^aoon may be jm the ^in- 
crease .throughout -the country now 
that! Antioch'g Willow.: Dule Dairy 
CoMias won a legal battle over^or- 
dinancos governing vending machine 
use. A Cook County judge Jast 
week invalidated ^a, town law^in^ 
favor of the dairy. 

The eyes of ithe dairy industry, 
have been- focused on Willow-Dale's 
2Vz year cotirt tiff with .the Village 
of Barrington -when the ^village of- 
ficials- first enacted a prohibitory 
law against the only vending ma- 
chine Widow-Dale had in ithe town. 

A ;. Circuit Court Judge Harry 
Fisher invalidated the ordinance 
and the village then enacted a re- 
strictive ordinance. This also has 
been amended,, upon court advice, 
eliminating several [ 'restrictions 
■ whioh were prohibitory in effect. 

Willow-rDale is considering ■ fur- 
ther action in asking damages from 
the- village for the 2% years the 
machine was hot in operation be- 
cause of the court fight, says Sam 
ilerner, president of Willow-Dale. 

No health issues were involved 
in the village's original ordinance) 
Lerner says as none are involved, 
in the prohibitory ordinance now 
existing at Lake Zurich. Wednes- 
day Willow-Dale planned to ask 
Lake Zurich officials to permit li- 
censing milk vending machines and 
they were going armed with the 
court decision at Barrington. 

Lerner pointed out that the Bar- 
rington original ordinance seemed 
to be drawn up by spite or some 
other personal reason because health 
was not once mentioned in the or- 
dinance or court proceedings^ When 
the village yielded to the first court 
"degree banning the ordinance, vil- 
lage officials replaced it with a law 
"with such restrictions as a concrete 
platform in front of the machine; an 
outside thermometer; a phone booth 
be next each machine and enclosure 
of each machine by a screen. Ler- 
ner termed these restrictions "silly" 
and apparently the court agreed 
as it ruled the second ordinance 
invalid also. 

The dairy company president in- 
dicated that now, with this court 
decision in favor of vending ma- 
chines, his company would attempt 
to increase this type of business in 
the Wisconsin-IUinois-Indiana re- 
gions it serves. This is in line with 
a nationwide increase in the popu- 
larity of vending machines for all 
types of merchandise, he said. At 
present the venders comprise about 
25 per cent of the business of Wil- 
low-Da,le. 

Lerner noted that the Department 
of Agriculture has advocated in- 
creased use of milk and other dairy 
products consumption with vending 
machines as a possible solution to 
helping rid the country of dairy sur- 
pluses by getting milk to now hard- 
to-reach consumption points. Last 
week Sec. of Agriculture Benson 
was named Chief Whole Milk 
at Pocatello, Idaho,- in recognition 
of his attempts to get increased con- 
sumption of milk by the people.

But by continually trying, he, 
has finally reached a pinnacle only 
about 1 out of 500 ball players in 
the country reach — being a major 
leaguer. . 

In 1954 after he got out of the 
army, Monroe was assigned to 
Binghamton, N. Y., of the class A 
Eastern League and compiled a fair 
record as a pitcher. Subsequent as- 
signments took him to Denver of 
the class A Western League where 
he reached a 16 wins, 7 losses mark. 
At the end of every successful sea- 
son he expected a call from New 
York to join the Yankees. But. ev- 
ery time he Was overlooked. 

At last, in June of this year, he 
was called up and proceeded to 
win 4 and lose 2 for the World 
Champions. 

One of the first questions asked 
any New York player is "how does 
it feel to be a Yankee?" Monroe 
anticipated the question in the 
minds of every Little Leaguer in 
the Lakes Theatre audience and told 
them that "it feels good/' You 
know you're with the best team, 
he said, but he reminded the young- 
sters that baseball was more im- 
portant than a particular team. How- 
ever he was not pleased to learn An- 
tioch Yankees finished last this year. 

But being a Yankee also has dis- 
couraging moments, he said. 

A freshman pitcher in the big 
league sometimes has to sit on the 
bench for long weeks and it hap- 
pened to Monroe also. Although at 
one time he thought Manager Casey 
Stengel meant to pitch away the 
right arm by asking him to work 
almost every day, that time was fol- 
lowed by a period of three weeks 
when he sat on the bench all of 
the time. 

"When I was in Denver I used to 



do anything^just to be oh the Yan- 
kee's bchchj^but after sitting Hherc; 
for so long, }I thought I would gladly 
go back to Denver just tbibcable 
to 'play again." 

At the interview, Monroe also; 
cited the effects of clean living. He! 
said he seldom smokes or drinks, 
just because he doesn't like it -But 
he said that the* person who does 
not smoke or drink seems > to have 
a quality that others look up to. 

"Bob Turley. is far above i me in 
his pitching ability," Monroe :mod- 
estly admitted, "but because he 
doesn't smoke, drink and very sel- 
dom swears, .the other players seem 1 
to admire him for those qualities," 
he.sald. p • : y : : 

Monroe also paid a tribute to the 1 
Little League program and said he 
admired ; r the young players. It 
builds team work, which is an im- 
portant thing even if a fellow doesn't 
play baseball, he said. And it gives 
the boys an outlet for their energies 
so they are not used upon destruc- 
tive things that contribute to ju- 
venile delinquency, he added. He 
complimented Antioch's parents for 
supporting their boys in f the youth 
baseball program.
